Congressman Speer For Parcels Post.

Says Robtert M. Ginter, Washington
slafl correspondent of the Pittsburg Ga-
zotle Times, io o speeial dispatel to that
paper under date of 18th Inst,; Repre-
sontative Pater M. Speer of Oil City, Pa,,
made his maiden spesch iv the House to-
day during the consideration of the rule
relative to makivg the proposed parcels
post leglslation & part of the postoffioe ap-
propriation bill, which is now before the
House. Mr. Speer spoke In favor of the
parcels post and iwade his positicon  ¢lear,
Ho said:

"I am io favor of & general parcels post
system, I would prefer to vole separate-
Iy on & proposition of this kind, but
should we do so there is very little pros-
pect that it would pass theSenate, Thers-
fore, if we are to have any such legisla-
tion during the session, we must have It
by virtue of this rule,

“It does not mean that I favor the pro-
visions in the postorfice sppropriation
bill, 1do wot think they are adequate,
or sutlivient, but it will give us an oppor-
tunity when the discussion of them comes
up o amend them and to adopt such pro-
Visions as we may deem proper and right.
I do not favor some of the wild proposi-
tions that are {n (his measure sbout pay-
log toll for local ronds, nor do I favor the
condemnation of the express companies,
because 1 believe this goveroment bas
the right 1o institute a parcels post system
of Its own and run it independently, s ls
done in wany other civitized countries,
and that the compstition of the express
companies will be beneticial 1o us both.

*“There are other things in this rule
which I favor, This role will permit us
